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HOW STREET FAIR DEMORALIZES 


A gentleman from the country who dropped into The Times of- 


fice this week said that he came in to express approval of the ef- 
fort being made to regulate or suppress the street fairs that have 
been infesting Portsmouth. 


"It is a good move and I will toil you one reason why I am in 


favor of your stand," he said. "Last year I brought my 12 year 
old boy to town one Saturday and allowed him to go to the street 
fair grounds while I was attending to business. The next day I 
happened to go out to the barn and 
as I approached the door I 


heard my boy telling a group of neighbor hoys about a dance lia 
had seen at the street fair the day before. He said that he had gone 
into a black tent where there were a lot of men watching two wo- 
men dancing. Then he described how one of the woman had dis- 
robed and had given a dance while almost naked. I have had no 
use for street fairs since that time for it is evident that they are 
degrading and demoralizing spectacles and it has been a wonder to 
country people that the city ofPortsmouth would permit them to 
come and go at will. 1 hope that the citizens of Portsmouth will 
see to it that these exhibitions are not allowed to infest the town 
again like they did last year." 


This is but one of many instances that have been called to our 


attention. We do not think that any body of representative men 
in Portsmouth would want to knowingly 
stand sponsor for such 


exhibitions as naked dances, yet advantage has been taken of their 
names in almost every instance where street fairs have shown here. 
The way to euro the evil is to keep the street fairs out or else to 
license them so heavily that onlythe high 
class attractions will 


come here. 


The city council is on the right track in taking up the matter 


and planning to regulate the street fairs. Let the action be speedy 
and drastic.

seen at the street fair the day before. He said that he had gone 


into a black tent where there were a lot of men watching two wo- 
men dancing. Then he described how one of the woman had dis- 
robed and had given a danee. while almost naked. I have had no 


; for street fairs since that time for it is evident that they are 


degrading and demoralizing spectacles and it has been a wonder to 
country people that the city ofPortsmouth would permit them to 
come and go at will. I hope that the citizens of Portsmouth will 


3ee to it that these exhibitions are not allowed to infest the town 
again like they did last yc'ar." 


This is bnt one of many instances that have been called to our 


attention. We do not think that any body, of representative men 
in Portsmouth would want to knowingly stand sponsor for such 
exhibitions as naked dances, yet advantage has been taken of then- 
names in almost every instance where street fairs have shown here. 
The way to cure the evil is to keep the street fairs out or else to 
license them so heavily that onlythe high class attractions will 


come here.
